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To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 

Colwyn  Bay  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
residents  in  your  area  during  1959. 

The  report  follows  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  as  laid  down  in  Circular  1/60  (Wales). 

Statistically,  1959  was  not  a healthy  year.  The  birth- 
rate was  higher  than  for  many  years  and  the  death  rate 
was  considerably  above  the  average.  Yet  apart  from  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  infectious  disease  was  less  than  usual. 

There  are  over  8,000  inhabited  houses  but  only  21,730 
residents  (i.e. — 2.7  persons  per  house  and  just  a little  over 
1 person  per  acre).  Most  of  these  houses  are  relatively  new. 
Indeed,  the  question  of  slum  clearance  hardly  exists.  Yet  there 
are  many  people  unhappily  housed.  Many  elderly  folk  live  in 
unsuitable  homes— some  are  too  large,  others  too  small;  in 
some  cases,  there  are  too  many  people  living  in  the  home 
so  the  old  folk  are  “ pushed  around  in  other  cases,  the 
home  is  empty  and  loneliness  is  distressing.  There  is  no 
single  solution  to  the  needs  of  elderly  folk.  Some  want  a 
home  of  their  own;  some  want  a garden;  others  want  to  be 
near  shops  or  relatives;  yet  others  need  close  supervision. 
Bungalows  will  be  heavens  for  some — hells  for  others.  We 
must  not  imagine  that  all  old  folk  want  what  we  think  they 
should  want. 

Colwyn  Bay  is  a health  resort.  It  should  aim  at  freedom 
from  noise  and  bustle  and  smoke.  The  going  of  the  trams 
and  the  great  improvement  of  road  surfaces  has  tended  to 
secure  the  former.  Resistance  to  “ trippers  ” and  “ campers  ” 
has  minimised  the  bustle  and  “ loudness  ” of  some  seaside 
towns. 

The  Council  has  not  yet  adopted  byelaws  to  secure  a 
cleaner  atmosphere.  In  this,  the  members  are  at  least  con- 
sistent. Clean  air  in  the  streets  is  much  less  important  than 
clean  air  in  homes  and  theatres,  etc.  We  hope  to  remove  the 
cancer-causing  factor  from  cigarettes  so  that  men  and 
women  may  continue,  unharmed,  to  pollute  the  environment 
— and  we  are  happy  about  it. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  a very  large  number  of  the 
residents  under  forty  years  of  age  have  accepted  inoculation 
against  Poliomyelitis. 
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Part  of  our  activities  during  1959,  as  in  other  years, 
has  been  directed  against  the  risk  of  food  poisoning.  My 
attention  was  not  drawn  to  any  outbreak  in  1959.  The 
handling  of  food  in  shops,  canteens  and  cafes  and  hotels  is 
good.  Mr.  Pattinson’s  report  shows  the  efforts  to  secure  this. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  changed  greatly 
during  the  past  few  years.  There  was  a time  when  our  main 
interest  was  the  prevention  and  control  of  infectious  disease, 
housing  inspections,  nuisances.  Those  days  have  gone.  The 
team  led  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  now  expected  to 
deal  with  all  the  problems  of  social  welfare — care  of  the 
aged,  the  cripple,  blind,  deaf,  spastic,  mentally  disturbed 
and  disabled  and  many  other  subjects.  The  Colwyn  Bay 
Health  Department  is  fortunate  in  that  it  is,  for  practical 
purposes,  united  through  its  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with 
the  County  Health  Department  and  the  County  Welfare 
Department.  Thus  questions  submitted  to  me  may  be 
referred  to  Health  Visitors,  Speech  Therapist,  District 
Nurses,  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  Welfare  Officer  or  any  of 
the  specialist  sections  of  Public  Health  work  in  my  team. 

The  very  happy  comradeship  that  exists  in  the  office  is 
most  pleasing.  For  the  relief  that  good  organisation  and 
clerical  work  gives  me,  I thank  Mrs.  Storrs  and  the 
frequently  overworked  office  staff.  And  for  the  very  happy 
spirit  with  which  Mr.  Pattinson  plays  his  part  in  the  team, 
I am  most  grateful. 

Lastly,  to  the  Chairman  for  ever  ready  advice  and 
support,  I must  express  thanks.

The  Registrar-General  has  again  estimated  that  the 
population  of  Colwyn  Bay  has  fallen.  He  bases  his  estimate 
on  a number  of  factors  and  mathematical  calculations.  The 
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excess  of  deaths  over  births  was  213;  84  more  houses  were 
occupied — these  only  account  for  33  new  inhabitants.  Nor 
Can  it  be  said  that  large  number  of  young  persons  now 
emigrate  to  other  areas  in  order  to  find  employment.  I am 
indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Local  Labour  Exchange  for 
much  useful  information  concerning  employment  and 
unemployment  in  the  Colwyn  Bay-Abergele  area.  1959 
figures  are  not  yet  available  so  I will  only  give  averages  of 
my  own  selection  and  compiling. 

In  June,  1958  (last  available  figures)  there  were  8,974 
employed  and  175  unemployed  persons  in  the  area.  This 
represents  an  increase  in  the  number  of  jobs  available  for 
men  by  about  200  from  the  1957  figures.  The  number  of 
unemployed  varies  from  about  300  in  January  to  150  in 
July — but  the  number  of  unemployed  is  falling  (288  men  and 
69  women  in  January,  1959;  229  men  and  49  women  in 
January,  1960).  Many  of  those  left  are  in  the  older  age 
groups  and  not  suitable  for  vacancies  that  exist. 

No  record  exists  of  part-time  employment  of  women 
as  daily  helps,  etc. 

Type  of  employment  is  not  specialised — professional 
classes,  distribution  trades,  catering  trades  and  motor 
industry  in  that  order  account  for  the  main  occupations  of 
residents.  One-ninth  of  those  employed  (or  one-twentieth 
of  the  population)  in  the  area,  are  directly  concerned  with 
catering. 

That  there  were  many  immigrants  I am  certain.  The 
climate  of  Colwyn  Bay;  its  relative  freedom  from  fog  and  its 
absolute  freedom  from  smog  together  with  its  equable 
winter  temperatures,  brought  many  enquiries  to  my  office 
from  persons  afraid  to  spend  another  winter  in  Lancashire 
towns.

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These  figures  show  that  1959  was  not  a particularly 
good  year.  The  birth-rate  rose  but  the  number  of  baby 
deaths  just  prior  to,  or  immediately  after,  birth,  was  unusa^y- 
high — 6 still-births  and  6 deaths  within  one  week  of  birth 
means  that  12  lives  were  lost  because  of  ante-natal  troubles. 
The  general  death  rate  was  unusually  high.

There  was  a very  considerable  increase  in  deaths  due 
to  cancer  (95  in  1959;  69  in  1958);  in  “ other  circulatory 
disease  ” (78  in  1959;  33  in  1958) — but  there  were  less 
deaths  thought  to  be  due  to  coronary  disease.  Vascular 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system  (mainly  cerebral  haemor- 
rhage) and  hypertension  seem  to  be  less  frequent. 
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The  ages  at  which  deaths  occurred  were: —

Of  the  eight  infants,  five  failed  to  live  for  one  day — all 
died  of  prematurity;  a sixth  survived  for  five  days  but  was 
also  premature.  The  seventh  lived  for  one  month  with  a 
grave  congenital  deformity  and  the  eighth  died,  aged  eight 
months,  of  meningitis. 

As  usual,  a very  large  percentage  of  deaths  (376) 
occurred  amongst  the  aged;  but  whereas  in  1958  only  6 
persons  under  35  died,  in  1959,  there  were  22. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Provisions. 

(a)  Bacteriological: 

All  bacteriological  work  of  a Public  Health  nature  is 
done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway. 
This  is  a modern  and  very  well  equipped  laboratory  pro- 
vided by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  part  of  a network  of 
laboratories  spread  over  the  country.  Not  only  are 
individual  specimens  quickly  examined  and  reported  on,  but 
findings  are  co-ordinated  with  findings  in  other  areas.  This 
is  most  valuable  in  cases  of  food  poisoning,  sea  shore 
pollution,  etc.,  as  well  as  tracing  the  progress  of  epidemics. 

Dr.  Kingsley  Smith  and  his  staff  are  most  helpful  in 
dealing  with  all  enquiries  I make  and  I am  most  grateful  to 
them.

This  tables  shows  that  there  is  an  increasing  use  being 
made  of  the  laboratory. 

Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents: 

Smallpox  vaccine,  lympth,  gamma  globulin  and 
prophylactic  T.A.F.  and  F.T.  (anti-diphtheria)  are  stocked 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway. 

Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine, 
for  prophylactic  use  only,  are  held  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  126,  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Royal 
3636).  Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at 
Fazakerley  Hospital,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Aintree  2324)  (24  hour 
service). 

Snake  anti-venum  and  Botulinus  antiserum,  are  held  at 
the  C.  & A.  Hospital,  Bangor  (Tel.  Bangor  3321)  (24-hour 
service). 

Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Centre,  102,  Whitechapel  Road,  Liver- 
pool (Tel.  Royal  6314)  and  inoculations  are  given  by 
appointment  only. 

Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus  and  whooping  cough  vaccines 
must  be  obtained  through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  on  at  the 
Dispensary,  Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital, 
Southampton  (Tel.  Southampton  26211)  (24-hour  service). 

(b)  Pathological  and  Biochemical. 

Specimens  that  might  help  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases  are  examined  at  the  Pathological  Depart- 
ments Df  the  Local  Hospitals  if  sent  by  doctors.

(c)  Water. 

Water  is  tested  in  three  ways — chemical,  bacteriological 
and  colour  test  for  residual  chlorine. 

(i)  Chemical  tests. 

Water  is  analysed  for  the  ordinary  chemical  con- 
stituents and  contaminants  at  the  Assay  Office,  Chester. 
This  test  reveals  the  presence  of  organic  material  and 
products  of  degeneration  of  organic  material  as  well  as 
poisonous  metals.  It  reveals  defects  in  the  sanitation  of  the 
gathering  ground,  if  such  exists.

Rarer  contaminants  such  Strontium  90  require  much 
more  elaborate  testing  and  cannot  yet  be  done  on  local 
request.  In  any  case,  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  Strontium 
90  in  the  atmosphere  as  a result  of  atom  bomb  tests,  is  being 
deposited  in  any  dangerous  degree  (a  “ luminous  ” watch 
is  much  more  dangerous). 

(ii)  Bacteriological. 

These  are  tests  made  on  water  as  it  emerges  from  a 
tap  and  denotes  the  presence  or  absence  of  contamination 
by  germs  at  any  point  in  the  system — gathering  grounds, 
mains  or  service  pipes.  They  may  lead  to  the  finding  of  very 
local  contamination  due  to  leaking  valves,  burst  pipes,  etc. 
In  1959  24  samples  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 
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(iii)  Chlorine  tests. 

These  are  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Cowlyd  Water  Board 
and  by  the  staff  of  the  Colwyn  Bay  Water  Engineer.  The 
test  is  simple.  It  shows  whether  the  chlorine  added  to  the 
water  as  a safeguard  near  the  gathering  ground  is  excessive 
or  not.  It  also  tells  whether  chlorine  remains  after  the  mains 
have  been  flushed  with  chlorinated  water — this  has  to  be 
done  after  burst  mains  are  repaired  in  order  to  sterilize  them. 
Normally  there  is  no  chlorine  in  water  which  reaches  houses 
in  Colwyn  Bay. 

(d)  Milk. 

Colwyn  Bay  is  a “ designated  ” area.  Therefore  only 
pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk  is  sold  in  the  town. 
Only  properly  pasteurised  milk  is  safe. 

Milk  is  tested  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  at 
farms  and  at  Pasteurising  Plants.  This  may  be  of  value  but 
what  really  matters  is  the  condition  of  the  milk  as  it  reaches 
the  housewife.  Therefore  the  Borough  Public  Health 
Inspector  takes  samples  and  has  them  tested.  459  samples 
were  taken  in  1959. 

These  tests  may  be 

(i)  direct  counts  of  organisms  present  in  milk. 

(ii)  methylene  blue  colour  tests  in  which  the  colour 
disappears  as  germs  increase  in  number. 

(iii)  biological  tests  such  as  inoculating  milk  deposit 
into  guinea  pigs  for  tuberculosis. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  ambulance  service  continues  to  develop.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  replace  one  vehicle  provided  by  the 
Voluntary  Ambulance  Corps  by  one  belonging  to  the  County 
Council  and  manned  by  a full-time  driver — he  receives  help 
for  stretcher  cases  from  members  of  the  Voluntary  Corps. 

The  ambulances  are  stationed  as  in  previous  years — 4 
(including  the  Infectious  Disease  Ambulance)  at  Colwyn 
Bay  and  one  at  each  of  the  following  places — Abergele, 
Denbigh,  Llangemiew  and  Llanrwst. 
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The  vehicles  are  administered  from  my  office.  The 
Control  telephone  is  manned  at  all  times  through  the  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  trend  of  work  done  in 
Colwyn  Bay.  It  will  be  noted  that  until  1959  the  service  was 
provided  by  voluntary  staff  unaided;  last  year  most  of  the 
day  work — attendance  at  clinics,  etc., — was  done  by  the 
full-time  professional  driver.

The  time  spent  on 
ambulance  work  by  the  paid  staff  is  omitted. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  “ patients 
conveyed  ” in  1958  is,  to  some  degree,  explained  by  a change 
in  the  method  of  recording  work.  Prior  to  1958  a person 
taken  to  hospital  and  returned  home  on  the  same  day, 
counted  as  “ one.”  This  was  hardly  proper  because  some 
patients  go  to  hospital  about  9 a.m.  and  may  not  be  ready 
to  return  until  late  afternoon.  The  ambulance  makes  two 
journeys.  But  the  figures  3,287  in  1958  fairly  compare  with 
the  4.840  in  1959.  An  increase  of  1,553  (almost  50  per  cent.) 
in  one  year  is  alarming. 

In  Colwyn  Bay  there  are  three  Units: — 

(1)  The  Voluntary  Corps  which  serves  from  6 p.m.  until 
8 a.m.  every  weekday  and  from  noon  on  Saturday  until 
8 a.m.  on  Monday,  every  week,  as  well  as  second  and 
third  call  during  weekdays. 

(2)  The  County  ambulance — staffed  by  a full-time  pro- 
fessional driver  who  is  assisted,  when  he  needs  help, 
by  a voluntary  corps’  member.  He  is  on  duty  for  a 44- 
hour  week. 

(3)  The  ambulance  reserved,  as  far  as  possible,  for 
infectious  cases.  This  is  driven  by  a part-time  driver 
from  the  Isolation  Hospital.

The  average  mileage  per  patient  conveyed  from  a 
Colwyn  Bay  house,  etc.,  was  6.5  miles.  Many  patients  were 
sitting-patients  going  to  and  from  the  out-patients’  depart- 
ment of  the  local  hospital.  These  patients  must  share  the 
ambulance.  The  average  number  of  patients  per  journey  was 
3. 


87  patients  were  conveyed  to  the  Railways  Stations  and 
taken  over  the  longer  distances  by  train.  They  were 
met  by  the  Ambulance  staff  of  that  receiving  area.  They 
were  brought  back  in  a similar  method.  I am  glad  to  record 
that  this  method  of  transport  commends  itself  to  those  who 
have  been  so  served.  Many  letters  of  appreciation  have 
reached  me  and  I gladly  express  appreciation  of  the 
thoughtful  and  gentle  care  given  by  the  Railway  staff  to 
patients. 


FIRST  AID 

The  Colwyn  Bay  Divisions  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  cover  all  functions  in  the  Borough  at  which  crowds 
may  be  expected,  to  attend  accidents,  sudden  illness,  etc. 
506  persons  received  care  and  attention  during  1959. 

The  members  were  on  duty  for  a total  of  1,311  hours. 

The  First  Aid  Unit  was  on  the  Promenade  from  Whit 
week  until  the  end  of  September. 

CLINICS 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows: — 
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(a)  At  Colwyn  Bay  Clinic,  Nant-y-Glyn  Road. 

Monday: 

(1)  Family  Planning. 

This  is  provided  by  a voluntary  committee  but 
meets  in  the  Clinic  premises  and  co-ordinates 
its  work  with  other  work  of  the  Health 
Department. 

Tuesday: 

(2)  Child  Welfare  Centre — every  week  at  2 p.m. 

Wednesday: 

(3)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  for  schoolchildren, 
by  appointment. 

(4)  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  children,  by 
appointment. 

Thursday: 

(5)  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  10  a.m.  alternate  weeks. 

Friday: 

(6)  Toddlers’  Clinic  at  2 p.m.— -by  appointment 
made  at  the  Tuesday  Clinic  or  through  the 
Health  Visitors.

The 
only  extensions  have  been  to  new  houses.  The  152  houses 
not  on  a piped  supply  last  year,  are  still  without  this  service.

Of  the  62  samples  taken  in  the  Borough,  only  one  of 
them  was  certified  by  the  Public  Anaylst  to  be  “ Not 
Genuine.”  This  was  a sample  of  milk  taken  from  a producer- 
retailer  which  was  reported  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat. 
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The  Producer  was  visited  at  his  farm  and  it  was  found  that 
the  deficiency  was  almost  certainly  due  to  insufficient  stir- 
ring of  the  bulk  milk  before  bottling.  He  was  advised  and 
cautioned  and  has  since  given  up  the  retailing  of  milk. 

There  was  no  trace  of  extraneous  water  in  any  milk 
sample  taken  in  the  area  during  the  year.

Immunization  is  well  accepted  in  Colwyn  Bay.  People 
have  accepted  the  various  protective  treatments  offered. 

194  persons  received  primary  vaccination  against  small- 
pox and  another  49  were  re-vaccinated. 

193  children  received  a primary  course  of  inoculations 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  and  358  received 

booster  doses.

2,953  persons  received  primary  injections  against  polio- 
myelitis and  2,563  received  booster  doses. 

In  December,  the  pupils  born  in  1946,  attending  the 
Colwyn  Bay  Grammar  and  Modern  Schools  were  offered 
Tuberculin  skin  tests  and  where  these  were  negative,  B.C.G. 
inoculations  were  given.  Those  that  had  negative  skin  tests 
were  X-rayed  and  investigated.  153  children  received  skin 
tests  in  January,  1960.  This  was  59  per  cent,  of  the  children 
of  this  age  group  attending  school.  30  of  them  had  positive 
skin  tests  (i.e.  20  per  cent.).

The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  fallen  in 
ten  years  by  about  5 times  (15  in  1948-49  to  3 in  1958-59) 
but  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  have  only  fallen 
slightly  and  the  number  on  the  Register  has  not  varied  since 
1950  when,  after  extensive  enquiries,  about  50  names  of 
persons  found  to  be  no  longer  resident  in  Colwyn  Bay  were 
removed. 

The  Mass  X-ray  Unit  attends  in  Colwyn  Bay  every 
third  Wednesday.  It  is  stationed  behind  the  Town  Hall. 
1,648  persons  attended  during  1959  as  compared  with  901 
in  1958.  Of  these  1,648,  157  (9.5%)  were  found  to  have 
abnormalities;  86  (5.2%)  were  such  as  required  further 
investigation  and  71  had  other  pulmonary  abnormalities  not 
requiring  further  observation.  974  persons  attended 
spontaneously — i.e.  went  privately  without  having  been 
asked  to  do  so  by  a doctor,  etc. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  were  941  full  size  X-rays  taken 
at  the  Colwyn  Bay  Clinic  by  the  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  J.  B. 
Morrison  and  his  staff.  At  the  Clinic,  215  new  patients  were 
examined  medically  and  808  old  patients  were  supervised. 
These  189  patients  (contacts)  were  given  Mantoux  Skin 
tests  and  59  had  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 
This  Clinic,  however,  does  not  limit  itself  to  Colwyn  Bay 
residents — people  from  the  surrounding  district  may  attend 
just  as  some  Colwyn  Bay  patients  may  attend  at  Llandudno 
or  Rhyl  Clinics. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 

— 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  1959 — my 
second  Annual  Report  since  being  appointed  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  department,  instead  of  easing  since 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Pritchard  as  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  has  become  greater,  particularly  during 
the  summer,  which  was  an  exceptionally  fine  one  with  a long 
busy  holiday  season. 

Slowly,  re-organisation  of  the  Cleansing  Service  was 
satisfactorily  achieved  and  was  to  be  seen  in  the  commence- 
ment of  the  new  tip  site  at  Mochdre,  the  completion  of  those 
at  Bron-y-Nant  and  Bryn  Euryn  and  the  introduction  into 
service  during  June,  of  the  two  new  hydraulically  compacting 
refuse  collection  vehicles,  without  which,  a weekly  service 
could  neither  have  been  re-established  nor  maintained. 

A very  successful  Exhibition  showing  the  activities  of 
all  the  departments,  was  staged  at  the  Pier  Pavilion,  as  part 
of  the  celebrations  held  to  mark  the  Silver  Jubilee  of 
incorporation  of  Colwyn  Bay  as  a Municipal  Borough. 

Housing  with  all  its  complex  problems  has  received 
more  detailed  attention  this  year  and  the  results  of  our  action 
are  very  encouraging. 

Finally,  all  the  activities  of  the  department  are  regret- 
tably not  being  attended  to  as  they  ought  to  be  and  it  has 
become  most  evident  that  further  assistance  is  very 
necessary  to  achieve  this.

This  is  still  a very  important  aspect  of  our  work  and 
one  which  constantly  requires  our  attention.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  statistics,  a great  deal  has  been  attended 
to  in  ensuring  that  all  is  maintained  satisfactorily.  Surface 
water,  or  natural  ground  water,  causing  annoyance  in  and 
about  properties,  is  one  of  our  most  difficult  problems;  the 
remedy,  after  long  exhaustive  testing  to  locate  a source,  is 
frequently  extremely  difficult  to  apply.

A large  quantity  of  meat,  fish  and  other  foodstuffs,  was 
inspected  on  request  of  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  the 
town  and  the  details  of  that  voluntarily  surrendered  during 
the  year  are  listed  below.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  co-operation  of  the  food  traders  with  the 
inspectorate,  is  good  and  they  respond  well  to  our  demands. 
However,  I am  unfortunately  having  to  report  again  that  it 
is  impossible  to  give  the  attention  to  this  major  aspect  of 
our  work  that  is  required.

The  results  of  the  samples  are  sent  to  all  retailers  and 
producers  and  any  unsatisfactory  samples  are  immediately 
investigated  and  suggested  improvements  in  methods  of 
handling,  treatment  of  equipment,  etc.,  are  readily  carried 
out. 

ORANGE  JUICE 

Orange  Juice  is  manufactured  by  one  Dairy  in  the  town. 
The  whole  orange  is  used  and  is  cleansed,  peeled,  processed, 
heat-treated,  bottled  and  chilled  in  a specially  constructed 
building.  At  another  dairy,  the  concentrated  juice  is  diluted 
and  packed  ready  for  sale.

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FOOD  TRANSPORT 


Attention  has  again  been  given  to  the  transportation  by 
road  of  foodstuffs.  Also  to  the  mobile  shops,  more  of  which 
are  to  be  seen,  particularly  on  the  new  estates  and  in  the 
rural  areas,  where  they  serve  a very  useful  part  in  the  life 
of  the  community. 

MILK  SUPPLIES 

There  are  now  only  six  retailers  of  milk  in  the  Borough 
and  only  two  of  these  operate  directly  from  pasteurising 
plants.  Milk  is  delivered  to  the  others  at  various  depots  in 
the  bottles  ready  for  distribution. 

There  are  still  two  producer-retailers  operating  in  the 
town  selling  their  own  farm  bottled  Tuberculin  tested  milk. 

The  selling  of  milk  in  bottles  from  shops  (usually 
grocers)  has  increased  tremendously  during  the  past  few 
years  and  continues  to  do  so  whilst  the  small  retail  dairy 
has  disappeared. 

The  problem  of  the  dirty  bottle  does  not  diminish  and 
in  fact  appears  to  be  on  the  increase  due  to  the  sale  from 
the  shop  and  lessening  use  of  the  daily  dairyman’s  delivery. 
Why,  after  use,  the  bottles  cannot  be  rinsed  before  returning 
to  the  shop  or  to  the  milkman,  is  not  understandable.  This 
applies  to  hotels  and  boarding  houses  as  well  as  to  the 
housewife. 

Why  all  the  schools  cannot  “ educate  ” the  children  to 
undertake  this  simple  operation  automatically,  is  beyond  me, 
particularly  in  the  senior  schools. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  coming  to  the  dairies  for 
pasteurisation  is  undertaken  and  it  is  evident  that  a vast 
improvement  is  taking  place  at  the  farms  because  the 
amount  of  milk  now  rejected  as  unsatisfactory  is  much 
reduced,  even  with  the  prolonged  hot  dry  summer  and  the 
lack  of  sufficient  water  for  cooling  purposes  on  many  of  the 
more  isolated  farms.

ABATTOIR 

A vast  improvement  has  been  achieved  in  conditions  at 
the  Public  Abattoir  this  year  and  everybody  concerned  has 
co-operated  well  in  doing  this  and  in  maintaining  the 
standard. 

In  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  new  Statutes 
and  Regulations,  the  cleansing  standard  and  personal  hygiene 
standard  has  much  improved  although  a deal  has  still  to  be 
done. 

The  requirement  that  all  waste  products  be  removed 
every  other  day  has  been  undertaken  in  all  respect  excepting 
manure,  which  is  removed  at  least  once  a week.  I am  indebted 
to  thb  va'ribuy  firms  for  collecting  the  materials  for  which 
they  are  responsible.  All  these  waste  products  are  now 
stored  in  covered  Containers  instead  of  open  middens. 

Insecticides  are  applied  as  frequently  as  necessary  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  and  although  flies  were  in 
evidence,  particularly  during  the  late  summer,  they  were 
to  a lesser  degree  than  usual.

The  pasture  adjacent  to  the  abattoir  is  now  used  as 
playing  fields  by  the  local  associations  and  schools  and 
co-operation  with  the  staff  is  excellent.  However,  local 
children  are  a huisance  on  the  land  at  times,  breaking  down 
fences  and  chasing  stock — foolish  and  dangerous!

MEAT  INSPECTION 

100  per  cent,  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Public  Abattoir, 
is  maintained  but  it  still  necessitates  my  working  late  ihany 
evenings  and  on  Sundays.  However,  Mr.  Pritchard  has  this 
year  qualified  as  a Meat  Inspector  and  is  now  able  to  relieve 
me  of  the£e  duties  during  the  weekends. 

Co-operation  with  the  local  butchers,  with  the  whole- 
salers, the  Fatstock  Marketing  Corporation,  and  with  all  the 
various  traders  using  the  premises,  remains  very  good.

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UNSOUND  MEAT  FROM  ABATTOIR 


The  majority  of  carcases  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  were  received  as  casualty  animals. 

The  incidence  of  liver  fluke  infesting  animal  livers  is 
quite  alarming  and  the  Ministry  Officials  are  also  very 
perturbed  about  this  troublesome  pest.  I am  pleased  to 
see  that  a film  about  this  pest  is  now  available  and  is  being 
seen  by  many  farmers.

The  greater  proportion  of  this  unsound  meat  is  dyed  to 
identify  it,  and  it  is  removed  as  often  as  required  by  one  of 
two  approved  dealers.  The  remainder,  primarily  liver,  is 
collected  daily  for  use  at  a local  mink  farm. 
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Again,  no  case  of  tuberculosis  was  located  in  any 
bovine  animal  accepted  for  slaughter  through  the  usual 
channels.  However,  from  fourteen  “ T.B.  Reactors  ” sent  in 
from  the  neighbouring  County  under  the  Tuberculosis  (Area 
Eradication)  Order,  1950,  one  cow  carcase  was  condemned 
as  unfit  with  generalised  tuberculosis  and  only  in  one  other 
was  a localised  infection  found. 

Except  for  one  entire  pig  carcase,  only  localised  con- 
ditions were  located  in  six  other  pigs  all  from  the  same 
Piggery.

HOUSING 

This  is  the  fourth  year  of  the  scheduled  five-year  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  and  to  date,  thirty-two  houses  have 
been  dealt  with,  leaving  only  a further  five  for  attention 
which  have,  in  fact,  recently  been  tackled. 

Further,  sixty-nine  houses  which  were  placed  in  the 
two  other  categories  for  sub-standard  houses,  had  been 
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improved  to  a satisfactory  standard  with  or  without  the 
aid  of  Improvement  Grants. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  some  thirty  of  these  houses 
are  tenanted  and  thus  these  homes  have  been  saved  from 
ultimate  demolition  thereby  saving  this  Authority  from  a 
considerable  expenditure  in  providing  new  houses  for  the 
displaced  families.  It  has  further  stopped  the  de-population 
of  the  rural  areas  of  the  Borough  where  the  minority  are 
located. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  are  made  initially 
to  the  Borough  Surveyor  as  they  require  Building  Byelaws 
approval  and  frequently  Town  and  Country  Planning 
approval.  Inspections  are  then  made  by  us  both  in  respect 
of  achieving  a very  satisfactory  standard  in  all  respects, 
and  to  ensure  that  on  completion  of  the  approved  improve- 
ment work  and  also  of  repair,  that  the  property  will 
substantially  remain  fit  for  habitation  for  not  less  than 
fifteen  years.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  eight  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  town  and 
they  are  all  very  well  conducted.  The  sites  have  been  well 
maintained,  having  been  found  to  be  clean  and  tidy  at  all 
times.  Co-operation  with  owners  could  not  be  better. 
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Again  many  organised  parties  visited  and  camped  in  the 
Borough:  Scouts,  Boys’  Brigade,  etc.  They  were  all  well 
controlled  and  maintained  and  a credit  to  the  boys  and  their 
officers. 

Last  year  the  first  chalet  site  was  established  and 
proved  successful  although  there  is  still  much  left  to  be 
done.  A second  holiday  chalet  site  was  approved  at  Nant-y- 
Glyn  Hall,  and  progress  has  been  slowly  made  on  a difficult 
site.  These  chalets  are  built  on  the  site  and  are  permanent 
whereas  those  at  the  Llanddulas  Hall  site  are  brought  in 
complete  and  set  on  a concrete  base. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Again  a few  complaints  are  still  received  about  smoke 
nuisances  from  factory  chimneys,  but  no  case  of  statutory 
nuisance  has  been  recorded. 

Managements  are  most  co-operative  and  are  most 
anxious  to  avoid  any  smoke,  knowing  that  it  really  is  true 
to  say  “ that  it  is  money  going  up  in  smoke  ” instead  of 
working  for  them. 

One  new  oil  burning  plant  was  approved  of  during  the 
year  and  is  now  successfully  operating  having  eliminated 
the  constant  problem  of  avoiding  overloading  and  therefore 
of  smoke  and  smuts. 

The  number  of  solid  fuel  burning  commercial  boilers  in 
the  Borough  is  now  only  two. 

Smoke  from  domestic  chimneys  is  a far  more  serious 
problem  and  one  which  the  town  is  far  too  complacent 
about,  but  one  which  is  very  real. 

Further,  smoke  from  the  householder  burning  garden 
refuse  is  a great  nuisance,  which  is  quite  unnecessary.  The 
earth  needs  the  goodness  of  this  material  composted,  other- 
wise the  addition  of  artificial  fertilizers  destroys  the  humus 
of  the  soil,  the  very  essence  of  plant  life.  If  it  is  impracticable 
to  compost,  then,  on  request,  the  Department  will  collect 
this  garden  refuse  at  a small  cost. 

PUBLIC  PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

All  places  of  entertainment  requiring  Singing,  Dancing 
and  Music  licences,  have  to  be  inspected  at  least  once  during 
the  year,  and  requisite  certificates  that  the  premises  were 
satisfactory  sent  to  the  Licensing  Magistrates. 
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54  visits  were  made  inspecting  fire  fighting  appliances, 
exits,  general  cleanliness  and  conveniences,  etc.  Any 
required  work  has  always  been  carried  out  promptly.  I am 
dble  to  report  that  no  complaints  of  unsatisfactory  con- 
ditions were  received  in  respect  of  any  of  these  premises. 


SHOP  ACT,  1950 

Very  few  visits  have  been  possible  this  year,  but  I am 
able  to  report  that  in  no  instance  were  any  premises  found 
wanting. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

There  are  two  persons  licensed  under  this  Act  in  the 
Borough.  Conditions  restricting  the  number  and  type  of 
birds  and  fishes  to  be  kept  are  attached  to  the  licences.  The 
premises  are  inspected  regularly  and  conditions  are  invarably 
found  satisfactory. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

The  privately-owned  public  swimming  pool  at  Rhos-on- 
Sea  is  regularly  inspected  and  samples  of  water  are  sub- 
mitted for  examination.  Constant  treatment,  filtration, 
chlorination  and  aeration  ensures  a high  standard  of  the 
sea-water  in  this  pool.  Regular  spot  tests  for  residual  chlorine 
are  carried  out  each  day. 

The  management  responded  to  a difficult  task  well  this 
year. 

At  Llanddulas  Hall  the  swimming  pool  was  again  open 
for  use  by  the  Chalet  occupiers,  and  here  a hand  treatment 
prescribed  by  a local  firm  of  water  treatment  experts 
ensures  a high  standard.  Samples  of  the  water  are  regularly 
submitted  to  the  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  for 
examination. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  Department  until  this  year  had  found  it  impossible 
to  maintain  a weekly  service  throughout  the  Borough  and 
although,  with  the  additional  staff  engaged,  the  service  was 
maintained  during  the  winter  and  early  spring,  it  would 
have  been  impossible  during  the  summer  unless  the  two 
new  Dennis  Paxit  II  18/25  cu.  yd.  diesel  powered  refuse 
collection  vehicles,  had  not  commenced  when  they  did  at 
the  beginning  of  June.  A weekly  service  was  re-established 
and  maintained  although  the  volume  of  refuse  collected  this 
year  was  considerably  more  than  that  collected  during 
recent  years,  due,  mainly,  to  one  of  the  busiest  and  longest 
holiday  seasons  on  record. 

The  first  stage  of  re-organisation  has  been  achieved  and 
next  year,  further  alterations  will  be  undertaken  to  estab- 
lish an  efficient  unit,  including  the  purchase  of  another 
Paxit  II  18/25  cu.  yd.  vehicle  which  will  come  into  service 
early  June.  A complete  survey  of  the  town  which  has  not 
previously  been  undertaken,  will  be  done,  to  establish  the 
exact  requirements  and  conditions  of  each  area. 

Much  could  be  done  by  the  public  to  help  achieve  an 
efficient  service — a service  which  is  rightly  demanded  by 
them  and  paid  for  by  them  through  the  rates  (although  this 
is  considered  an  undesirable  burden). 

Bins  are  not  always  provided,  often  old  drums  are  used 
for  the  storage  of  refuse  and  people  ignore  the  bin,  treat  it 
with  contempt  or  abuse  it,  burning  garden  refuse  in  it  and 
rarely  washing  it  out  or  cleaning  it.  Much  which  goes  into 
the  bin  could  be  burnt  on  the  fire  which  would  lighten  the 
loan  considerably  and  wet  refuse  should  first  be  wrapped  up 
in  old  paper. 

To  ignore  these  few  aspects  adds  not  only  to  the  cost 
of  collection  but  also  to  the  hazards  of  the  job.  Cut  fingers, 
gashed  hands,  have  to  be  paid  for  by  replacing  the  injured 
man,  if  a replacement  is  available,  and  this  accounts  for 
much  time  lost  by  the  staff. 

The  cost  of  collection  is  going  up  and  will  continue  to 
do  so — the  staff  receive  wage  increases;  are  allowed  longer 
holidays  and  will  work  a shorter  week — all  of  which  are 
not  just  peculiar  to  this  industry — therefore,  without  your 
entire  co-operation,  it  follows  that  the  Cleansing  Service 
will  become  more  costly  and,  of  course,  the  rates  will  go  up. 

Finally,  despite  all  the  problems  and  hazards  of  the 
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work  of  collecting  refuse,  day  in  and  day  out,  a word  of 
praise  is  due  to  the  staff  who  endeavour  to  carry  out  their 
duties  in  a most  cheerful  and  conscientious  manner. 

LLYSFAEN  SEWERAGE 

Consideration  is  again  being  given  to  the  possibility  of 
providing  sewers  to  this  rural  area  of  the  Borough  and 
although  the  cost  will  be  very  formidable  indeed,  a long 
term  policy  must  be  borne  in  mind  and  it  is  hoped  that 
something  will  be  possible  to  improve  the  present  unsatis- 
factory conditions. 

The  pail  and  chemical  closets  are  collected  from  some 
two  hundred  houses,  caravans  and  chalets,  each  week,  by  a 
vehicle  fitted  with  a special  tank.  This  work  requires  a 
driver  and  two  men.  Arrangements  are  now  in  hand  to  dis- 
charge this  material  directly  into  the  pumping  station  at 
Rhos  instead  of  at  present  discharging  it  on  to  the  tip  at 
Mochdre. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  need  for  land  for  the  disposal  of  the  town’s  refuse 
was  resolved  in  April  after  long  and  protracted  negotiations 
and  the  problem  has  been  solved  for  some  years  to  come. 
However,  it  is  little  realised  the  seriousness  of  the  position 
at  that  time  when  the  Cleansing  Department  had  accom- 
modation for  only  one  further  week’s  collection,  after  which 
time,  the  service  would  have  had  to  cease. 

The  volume  of  refuse  disposed  of  by  the  residents  of 
the  Borough  can  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  in  twelve  months 
over  two  acres  of  land  have  already  been  tipped. 

As  this  new  site  is  located  alongside  the  main  road  to 
Snowdonia  and  due  to  the  exceptional  summer,  many 
nuisances  were  suggested  although  not  substantiated,  and 
only  one  actual  complaint  was  recorded.  The  Health 
Committee  felt,  however,  that  as  the  expanding  finger  of 
refuse  was  so  exposed,  it  should  be  covered  directly.  To 
achieve  this,  it  was  necessary  to  import  some  forty  tons  of 
quarry  debris  each  day  during  the  summer  and  at  each 
weekend  during  the  late  autumn,  until  the  weather  stopped 
perimeter  expansion.  Soil  was  later  lifted  on  to  the  roadside 
slope  and  grass  seeded. 
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The  existing  half-track  Fordson  Bulldozer  is  no  longer 
capable  of  dealing  with  more  than  the  incoming  household 
x refuse,  as  Contractors’  debris  is  now  invariably  loaded  by 
1 mechanical  shovels,  and  Committee  have  decided  that  a 
replacement  is  necessary.  Various  machines  are  to  be 
demonstrated  and  it  is  still  to  be  decided  which  type  will  be 
able  to  undertake  the  work  of  dealing  with  the  incoming 
refuse  and  debris  and  of  stripping  soil  off  prior  to  tipping; 
then  to  level  off  the  tipped  land,  resoil  and  seed  the 
completed  area. 

Much  soil  has  been  accumulated  ready  for  finishing  off 
the  tipped  land  but  much  more  is  required.  Contractors  and 
builders  have  been  most  co-operative  in  bringing  this  to  the 
tip  where  it  is  being  stock-piled  out  of  the  way. 

The  Bryn  Euryn  Quarry  was  levelled  off  and  seeded 
down  and  has  been  handed  back  to  the  Parks  Committee 
for  further  development.  Previously  an  eyesore,  it  is  now  a 
clean  and  tidy  open  parkland. 

The  re-opened  tip  at  Bron-y-Nant  has  also  been  finally 
sealed,  levelled  off  and  seeded  down  and  has  also  been 
handed  back  to  the  Parks  Committee  for  development  either 
as  playing  fields,  parkland  or  possibly  for  factory  expansion. 

Six  acres  of  this  completed  tip  have  been  sold  and  a 
new  factory,  employing  over  two  hundred  persons,  has 
been  built,  and  is  in  full  production.  Thus,  much  of  the  cost 
of  the  tipping  of  the  refuse  on  this  previously  useless 
swampy  land,  has  been  recouped. 

The  disposal  figures  include  the  disposal  of  street 
street  sweepings,  gulley  emptyings  (which  are  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Engineer)  and  also  grass  cutting,  tree  trim- 
mings, etc.  (which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Parks 
Superintendent)  for  which  no  charge  is  made  by  this 
department. 

SALVAGE 

All  restrictions  on  the  amount  of  paper  salvage  that  the 
Mills  can  accept  have  been  lifted  and  the  target  output  of 
600  tons  which  was  higher  than  any  previous  total  achieved, 
when  every  inducement  was  offered,  was  exceeded  by 
thirty  tons. 

The  amount  of  other  scrap  material,  particularly  metals, 
remains  low,  due  chiefly,  to  the  large  number  of  local 
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merchants  who  are  collecting  in  the  Borough.  However,  a 
reasonable  income  has  been  derived  from  this  source. 

Now  that  so  much  paper  is  being  collected  and  brought 
to  us  the  Salvage  Depot  is  becoming  so  over-loaded  that 
frequently  one  of  the  machines  cannot  operate  continuously 
and  the  time  has  come  when  consideration  must  be  given 
to  either  enlarging  the  existing  premises  or,  alternatively, 
building  new  premises  alongside  the  new  tip  site. 

The  baling  of  salvage  is  undertaken  by  four  men  operat- 
ing three  electric  baling  presses  who  also  unload  the  salvage 
trailers  and  load  the  baled  paper  on  to  the  road  transport, 
taking  it  to  the  Mills. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  is  as  popular  as  ever  with 
the  outdoor  staff,  particularly  now  that  it  is  increasing  with 
the  bigger  turnover.  It  is  as  follows: — 

10%  on  the  first  60  tons  of  paper. 

20%  over  this  amount. 

10%  on  the  total  weight  of  rags. 

15%  on  metals. 

Most  of  the  tradespeople  and  householders  alike, 
co-operate  well  in  saving  salvage  but  still  too  often, 
contraries  are  found  mixed  with  it  which  are  a very  serious 
hazard  to  the  staff. 

A little  more  thought  could  save  many  a torn  finger 
and  the  expense  of  replacing  a man  when  he  has  to  go  sick.
